DeGeorges runs for Accomack District 2 Supervisor seat 


A Captains Cove resident has an- 
nounced his candidacy for the District 
2 seat on the Accomack County Board 
of Supervisors. 

Roger DeGeorges said that al- 
though he is interested in govern- 
ment, he did not see himself as a pol- 
itician but “as a retired businessman 
who, many years ago, fell in love with 
Accomack County and the Eastern 
Shore of Virginia,” who moved here 
from the Washington, D.C., area. 

In the decade he has owned a home 
in Captains Cove, he said he “has seen 
preferential treatment for developers 
and those who want to remake the 
county at the expense of its resi- 
dents.” 

While not opposed to development 
and change, DeGeorges said change 
must benefit the needs and desires of 
residents.

In a prepared statement, DeGeorg- 
es said he has “been told that he is 
un-electable in Accomack County 
because he is a ‘come-here,’ not a

‘been-here.’” 
DeGeorges said he “is here now, 
as are many others who have made 
the Eastern Shore their home, all of 
whom have chosen to leave urban life 
for the peace of the Shore and have no 
desire to recreate that life here.” 
DeGeorges said he comes from a 
family of long-time farmers and or- 
chardists in Maryland. The youngest 
of four sons raised in Montgomery 
County, he earned a bachelor’s degree 
in marketing and business administra- 
tion from Austin Peay University. 
After working at Phillip Morris and 
as an independent seafood salesman in 
Oregon, he returned to the Washington, 
D.C., area and began a warehouse job for 
a family-owned rubber supply company. 
He advanced to become a salesman, 
business partner, and expert in the 
design and sales of conveyor systems 
and supplies for road construction, 


mining, paper mills, and power 
plants. 

He retired in 2018 after 40 years 
in the industry. His wife, Kathie, is 
a retired Catholic school librarian. 
They have two adult children: Trey is 
a West Point graduate now working 
in finance in the Atlanta area, and 
Madeleine is an energy development 
attorney in Washington, D.C. 

If elected, DeGeorges vows that his 
approach as a member of the Acco- 
mack County Board of Supervisors 
will be in a way that he said sometimes 
is attributed to Thomas Jefferson: 
The government closest to the people 
governs best.

The waiver will also be open to non-residents possessing an 
Accomack County Solid Waste Decal. Commercial for hire waste haulers will 
be required to pay standard tipping fees. 


Landfills will be open on Saturday, October 14, 2023 from 8:30 am to 4:00 pm 
to accept residential garbage, yard waste, and construction/demolition debris. 
The landfill will also accept the following recyclable materials: 

+ Tires (car and small truck only “LIMIT” 12 per person/day) 

«Used Motor Oil, Scrap Metal, and car and truck batteries. 
Recycling materials, such as plastic bottles, milk jugs, detergent bottles, any #1 
or #2 plastics, newspapers, magazines, catalogs, junk mail, telephone books, 
cereal boxes, metal and aluminum cans, may be recycled at any of the County's 7 
Convenience/Recycling Centers “FREE” year round. 


Landfills and Convenience Centers will not accept materials deemed to be 
hazardous, such as: Paint, Pesticides, Biological hazards, asbestos, and heavy 
metals. Please check with the attendants at these sites as to where and how to 
dispose of hazardous materials.

Reese files for re-election 
to Accomack School Board 


Gary Reese, a longtime Accomack 
County teacher and coach, has an- 
nounced his candidacy for re-election 
to the District 4 seat on the Accomack 
County School Board. 

“As aretired teacher who spent 36 
years teaching in 
Accomack County, 
for the past six 
years I have had the 
privilege of serv- 
ing on the school 
board,” he said. 

Reese grew up 
on a farm in the 
rural south cen- 
tral Virginia town 
of Chase City. He 
was the first in his 
family to attend college and went to 
Longwood. 

“Tt was while at Longwood that I 
decided to pursue a career in educa- 
tion so that I could make a positive 
impact in students’ lives,” he said. 

After graduation in 1981, he came 
to the Eastern Shore to teach in Acco- 
mack County. 

“Soon after, I met my wife and we 
had two boys, who are both Accomack 
County schools graduates. Forty-two 
years later, I’m still trying to makea 
positive impact for all students of Ac- 
comack County as a dedicated school 
board member.” 

“As aboard member, I am only 
one of nine people who represent the 
children of Accomack County,” he 
said. “We on the board have no power 
by ourselves, but as a group can work 
together to move Accomack County 
Public Schools in the right direction. 
As a board, we are continually work- 
ing on and approving projects that 
will make our schools better for our 
children, teachers, administrators, 
and staff.” 

“Tn my last six years, the board has 
worked hard to retain our teachers, 
not only increasing teacher pay by 
20% or more, but also increasing sala- 


ries for staff members as well,” Reese 
said. “We’ve been able to improve our 
facilities, making them safer both 

in and outside the classroom. We’re 
building new playgrounds and invest- 
ing in playgrounds for students with 
special needs. We’ve also been able to 
invest in athletics, upgrading facili- 
ties at the elementary and high school 
level.” 

“As areminder, as a member of 
the school board, we don’t handle the 
day-to-day operations of the school 
system. Those duties are the respon- 
sibility of the superintendent, who we 
hire and evaluate. Instead, we set pol- 
icy, develop the budget, oversee school 
upkeep, and ensure we are following 
all statutes, rules, and regulations of 
the state board of education. Most im- 
portantly, we protect children’s right 
to an education,” he said. 

Reese said, “we could not do our job 
without the help and support” of the 
parents of students. 

“Parents are a vital partner, so feel 
free to reach out to your school board 
member to see what is happening in 
Accomack County Public Schools. If 
they are unable to assist directly, they 
can redirect you to someone who can. 
We all enjoy your support and are 
receptive to your concerns,” he said. 

“T am only one member of a group 
that must work together for all the 
children of Accomack County,” Reese 
said. “Now your job is to elect the 
nine best people to continue this 
important work, expanding on the 
progress we have made.” 

Said Reese, “I would love to contin- 
ue my 40-plus-year goal to ensure that 
all the children of Accomack County 
are able to receive the best education 
they can.”

Fixing what is unacceptable 


The Eastern Shore Post asked six questions of lo- 
cal candidates who are running in contested races. 
The answers will be printed in the Post in October. 

The questions focused on arguably the biggest is- 
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sues we face on the Eastern Shore and how they can 
be addressed. 

Wi It is not acceptable that, every year, public 
schools on the Eastern Shore do not have certified 
teachers in every classroom. 

i It is not acceptable that public schools on the 
Eastern Shore have such difficulty filling critical 
positions. 

Our schools right now have openings for posi- 
tions like reading specialist, school psychologist, 
counselor, translator, occupational therapist, 
speech and language pathologist, and more — even 
a month into the school year. 

To recover from pandemic-related learning loss- 
es, our schools need to fill every student-centered 
position with a qualified, certified professional. 

It is not acceptable that there is not enough 
workforce housing for those teachers or other 
professionals. 

i It is not acceptable that there is not a wider 
range of demographic backgrounds involved in the 
Eastern Shore’s various governmental committees 
and boards. 

We need local elected leaders others will emulate. 
We need local elected leaders with the qualities — 
eloquent, creative, consensus-building, approach- 


able — that we aspire to have. 

We need local elected leaders who will relentless- 
ly inspire and develop the leaders of tomorrow in 
every demographic. 

Hi It is not acceptable for a family or business 
to locate in Worcester County, Md., because Acco- 
mack’s schools, amenities, or commercial climate 
are considered inferior. 

It is mandatory for Accomack County’s elected 
officials to capitalize on Wallops-area growth by 
making the county’s housing, schools, and business 
climate better than its Maryland neighbors — and 
then relentlessly marketing the county’s excellence. 

Hi It is not acceptable that inmates continued to 
swelter during the hottest summer on record in the 
Accomack County Jail, where they do not even have 
classroom space for educational programming. 

Modern climate control and classroom areas 
are available at the Eastern Shore Regional Jail in 
Northampton County. 

Not housing the inmates in Eastville denies the 
basic dignity and worth of those incarcerated.

Bible: “Remember those who are in prison, as 
though you were in prison with them.”

Our judges, sheriffs, probation officers, 
and commonwealth’s attorney should insist 
on housing inmates in Eastville’s modern re- 
gional jail. 

Those incarcerated today will be your 
neighbors tomorrow. Don’t you want them 
actively engaged in educational and re-entry 
programs? 


Finding a way 


Our elected leaders also like to say Eastern 
Shore’s issues — like teacher shortages and 
workforce housing — are national concerns 
and beyond our ability to remedy. 

One candidate who received the candidate 
questions from the Eastern Shore Post called 
to say there wasn’t money available to ad- 
dress some of these concerns. 

They seem resigned to accept what they 
feel they can’t change. But that has never 
stopped true leaders on the Eastern Shore of 
Virginia. 

Many of the Eastern Shore’s greatest suc- 
cess stories came from champions among us 
who rallied around an issue and raised the 
money needed to address it. 

Domestic violence is a national issue. Lo- 
cal leadership and fundraising created the 
Eastern Shore Coalition Against Domes- 
tic Violence, filling a critical Eastern Shore 
need. 

A lack of quality early-childhood care isa 
national issue. Community leaders’ efforts 
procured the money and created the partner- 
ships that led to the opening of Children’s 
Harbor in Onancock. 

Fundraising and leadership created the 
Eastern Shore’s three YMCA locations, the 
Boys and Girls Club, and a foundation at 
Eastern Shore Community College that funds 
scholarships. There are many more examples. 

Two of the Eastern Shore’s greatest 
historical triumphs — building the origi- 
nal hospital in Nassawadox a century ago 
and the completion of the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel in 1964 —were accomplished 
by community leaders who found ways to 
raise money for critical projects. 

They didn’t complain that there wasn’t a 
way. They found a way. 

We need leaders of this rank to be our 
elected officials of today.

CBES cancels its upcoming 
‘Meet the Candidates’ forums

It is with sadness that Citizens for 
a Better Eastern Shore is announc- 
ing the cancellation of our upcoming 
three candidate forums. 

For over 20 years, CBES has tried 
hard to make these forums a service 
for our community by providing an 
unbiased and civil setting that allows 
each candidate to present his or her 
position. 

There are very few opportunities 
in our local and state elections where 
you can listen to both candidates 
answer questions that are focused on 
Eastern Shore issues. 

With this year’s forums, we have 
partnered with several organizations, 
including the local sorority commu- 
nity. 

CBES felt it was important to work 
with the sororities because they pro- 
vided a broader reach into the Afri- 
can-American community, and they 
represent many of the African-Amer- 
ican women leaders of the Eastern 


Shore. 

Their role in our forum was limit- 
ed to helping to publicize the event, 
and a few members would have been 
helping us collect questions from the 
audience. 

A total of 11 candidates (out of 22 
candidates for contested seats), for 
state legislator, supervisor, clerk of 
court, and school board, had initially 
agreed to participate but recently 
decided that any involvement of the 
sororities was unacceptable due to the 
perceived bias from the sororities, and 
by extension CBES. 

Given that in all but one of the 
races we would no longer have both 
candidates participating, we have de- 
cided we can no longer hold the three 
candidate forums. 

CBES would like to apologize to the 
candidates who still wanted to par- 
ticipate and to the voters who use our 
forums to help inform their decisions. 

Unfortunately, the candidates who 
pulled out of the forums have made it 
impossible to provide this important 
service to the community.

Northampton County received 
a bid of $1.9 million to expand the 
Bayview convenience center, a project 
that has a budget of $700,000. 

“T think we do need to start looking 
at some fundamentals ... recognizing 
that everything we’re going to try 
and do is going to be more expensive,” 
County Administrator Charlie Kola- 
kowski told the Board of Supervisors 
on Tuesday, Sept. 26. 

His announcement followed anoth- 
er “astronomical” bid Northampton 
received — nearly $99 million for 
renovations and new construction at 
its middle and high school campus. 

Northampton supervisors had 
consented to spend a maximum of $65 
million on that project before it went 
out to bid in 2022. 

The low bid last year was $84 
million, prompting the county to try 
again this year. 

But contractor bids continue to 
rise, not fall. 

Kolakowski said Northampton 
must be more “aggressive” about 
seeking competitive bids. 

The convenience center and high 
school project each received one bid. 

“T think that’s causing some of the 
prices to escalate, also,” Kolakowski 
said. 

He also noted that some areas of 
Hampton Roads are getting better of- 
fers for school construction projects 
— around $340 or $350 per square 
foot. 

The sole bid for the Northampton 
High School projects equated to $550 
per square foot. 

He recommended saving money 
by completing future Northampton 
County projects in phases, starting 
with the bare necessities.

“Nice ... is way down the list,” he 


said. 

Kolakowski also recommended 
the county take better advantage of 
local talent like its director of public 
works, Chris Thomas, who is a profes- 
sional engineer. 

Supervisors John Coker, Betsy 
Mapp, and Oliver Bennett all voiced 
approval for the idea of breaking 
large projects into smaller pieces to 
be completed by subcontractors with 
local oversight. 

They also discussed ways to reduce 
the cost of the high school project. 

Kolakowski said the contractor 
who bid on the high school project 
would consider ways to reduce costs, 
but it’s a “long shot.” 

Mapp said the project should be 
redesigned, noting that modifications 
made over the last year were mostly 
“cosmetic.” 

Coker was concerned that if the 
high school project is delayed by rede- 
sign, Northampton might not receive 
the grant it was awarded — $16.8 
million from Virginia’s new School 
Construction Assistance Program. 

Bennett, who is also a Northamp- 
ton High School teacher, favored scal- 
ing back the project. 

“Sometimes ... you want a Rolls- 
Royce, but a Cadillac will be fine,” he 
said. 

Bennett added, “We’ve got to look 
at what we can actually afford.”

Federal probe eyes 
young poultry workers 


STAFF REPORT 


A federal investigation has been 
launched into child labor practices at 
Tyson Foods and Perdue Farms Inc. 
after the New York Times published 
an article about a 14-year-old Acco- 
mack County child who was injured 
while working at the Perdue process- 
ing plant in Accomac. 

An online fundraising site also has 
raised money for the child, Marcos 
Cux, who was in eighth grade when 
he was severely injured when his arm 
was caught in a machine at the plant. 

He was employed by a contractor. 

Donations on the gofundme.com 
site had exceeded $36,000 as of 
Monday, Sept. 25, and will be used to 


“support his medical and basic needs 
for the next few years so that he can 
continue to study and graduate high 
school,” according to the fundraiser 
site. 

The article, entitled “The Kids on 
the Night Shift,” appeared in The 
New York Times Magazine and on- 
line. It documented migrant children 
on the Eastern Shore of Virginia 
working overnight shifts for contrac- 
tors that use industrial cleaners to 
scour the processing equipment. 

“Meat processing is among the 
nation’s most hazardous industries, 
and federal law bans minors from 
working in slaughterhouses because 
of the high risk of injury,” the Times 
reported in a subsequent article.

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The rain and wind from Tropical 
Storm Ophelia ruined the fishing plans 
of most boating anglers over the course 
of last weekend, but great angling action 
—______________—~___was experienced 
in the surf of our 
barrier islands. 

Puppy drum, 
which are fond 
of dirty, rough 
water, contin- 
ued to bite in 
the Assateague 
Island surf for 


those die-hard 
Bill anglers who 
Hall were willing to 


brave the nasty 
conditions. 

By Sunday, the surf action had ex- 
panded to include catches of spot, whit- 
ing, croakers, pompano, and a variety of 
sharks and rays. 

The storm did not seem to bother the 
flounder fishing around Chincoteague, 
as multiple catches of citation-sized 
doormats, one exceeding 7 pounds in 
weight, were pulled in from the shore- 
line around the island. Ophelia’s effects 
were expected to be only temporary, 
with productive action expected early in 
the week. 


Upper Shore 


Captain Matt Abell, at the Sea 
Hawk Sports Center, reported that 
puppy drum action over the grass 
flats of the upper bay remained pro- 
ductive right up to Ophelia’s arriv- 
al, with the best action occurring 
during the incoming tide by anglers 
casting and retrieving Mirrorlure 
twitch baits. 

A larger class of rockfish has 
shown up over the past week in the 
shallows, orienting around sub- 
merged structures such as stump 
fields and rock piles. The stripers 
have been crashing Mirrorlure sur-

face walkers, particularly during 
low-light periods such as daybreak 
and sundown. 

Speckled trout action was ex- 
pected to improve as soon as the 
shallows cleared. Abell added that 
the sheepshead fishery has been 
good, with some trophy-sized fish 
encountered around large pieces of 
structure. Chunks of crab fished on 
tog jigs have been responsible for 
putting these large striped porgies 
in the cooler. 
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Chincoteague 


Jimmy Vasiliou, at Captain 
Steve’s Bait and Tackle, comment- 
ed that the fishing out of Chincote- 
ague continues to improve follow- 
ing last weekend’s storm. 

In addition to two shore-based 
citation flounder catches last week- 
end, spot and swelling toad (puff- 
erfish) catches are coming from 
inside the waters of Chincoteague 
Bay. Surf fishermen are catching

kingfish (whiting), puffers, spot, 
and red drum. 


Wachapreague 


Captain Lindsay Paul, aboard the 
Almost Persuaded, told me that the 
storm kept anglers safely in port. 
On the bright side, the tidal surge 
produced by the constant northeast 
winds did produce some excellent 
rail, known locally as the marsh 
hen, hunting opportunities.

Lower Shore 


Dan Bell, at Oceans East — East- 
ern Shore, said that the fishing had 
slowed on Friday with the approach 
of Ophelia. 

He added that the speckled trout 
bite has “picked up” in the bayside 
creeks and along the marshes on the 
seaside. 

The puppy drum fishery was de- 
scribed as “fantastic” from Kipto- 
peke down to Fisherman Island. 

Flounder catches have remained 
steady with some larger fish still mak- 
ing some late season appearances. 

A few tautog catches have been 
made around the fourth island of 
the Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel 
and up over the Cell. 

The trophy red drum bite remains 
hot from the area around the Cell 
down to the 9-Foot Shoal, though 
sea conditions have periodically 


prevented anglers from safely fish- 
ing on the shoal. 

Jeb Brady, at Bailey’s Bait & 
Tackle, told me that anglers enjoyed 
success before the storm with cast- 
ing soft plastics and Mirrorlures 
for speckled trout inside the lower 
bay creeks, as well as out of Oyster. 

Puppy drum catches on soft plas- 
tics fished under popping corks 
were reported in the same areas as 
the trout. 

Sheepshead catches continue 
to be made on crab baits along the 
bridge-tunnel. 

Large red drum catches are be- 
ing made in the evenings on cut 
bait from Cape Charles down to the 
bridge-tunnel. 

Spot and ribbonfish are still the 
primary catches from the lower bay 
piers.

Jackets working hard against tough competition

It hasn’t been that long since Northampton 
High School’s Yellow Jackets were the team to beat 
in the Eastern Shore District. 

Just two years ago, they won the district title, 
going 8-3. Last fall, they went 5-6 and finished 
second. 

But so far this fall, it’s been a different story. 
The Jackets have yet to find their sting and were 
stung pretty badly on Thursday, September 21, 
losing 47-6 to visiting West Point. Northampton 
fell to 1-8, while the Terriers improved to 3-2. 

Jackets Coach John Edney said that so far, it’s 
just been one of those seasons. 

“You’ve just got to put it behind you and move 
on to the next one,” he said, the “next one” being 
the Friday, Sept. 29, game at Middlesex (0-3). 
“We’ve got to learn from our mistakes and get 
better every week.” 

Against West Point, the Jackets showed early 
promise, with junior Brock Leland intercepting a 
pass on the Terriers’ opening drive. But Northamp- 
ton was forced to punt, and West Point scored 
moments later to go up 6-0 late in the first quar- 
ter. The Terriers scored again early in the second, 
making it 12-0. 

That’s when the Jackets had their best offensive 
surge of the night. Spurred by a 42-yard run by 
sophomore Khaidn Davis, Northampton scored its 
lone touchdown when Leland hit sophomore Jere- 
miah White with a perfect pass in the corner of the 
end zone. The extra point failed, but the Jackets 
were still in the game, trailing 12-6 with eight min- 
utes left in the half. 

Unfortunately, that was as close as they’d come. 
West Point scored twice more to go up 26-6 at 
halftime, then outscored the home team 21-0 in the 
second half. 

Leland threw for 57 yards and a score but also 
threw two interceptions. Davis, White, and Tanner 
Feltes combined for 135 yards rushing, and Ty- 
wone Sebastian caught three passes for 48 yards. 
On defense, Joel Robinson had eight tackles, while 
Davis and Sebastian had five each. 

Edney said that one of his main jobs now is to 
keep his players from getting discouraged. 

“That’s something that every coach faces,” he 
said. “A lot of kids want instant gratification, but 
you’ve got to work for it. They do work hard, and if 


they continue doing that, we’ll be fine.”

Town will keep existing 
rules for new pavilion

After nine months of debate, the 
Onancock Town Council voted to leave 
existing rules in place governing 
future performances at a pavilion in 
town. 

“There is a real division in this 
town, which I find to be so disturb- 
ing,” Council member Joy Marino 
said after the public hearing Monday, 
Sept. 25, on proposed changes to the 
town code. 

The hearing illustrated that divide, 
with roughly the same number of 
residents speaking in support of keep- 
ing the rules as written as those who 
advocated for adding language to the 
town code to give Onancock more con- 
trol over performances at the stage. 

“We have to agree to work togeth- 
er,” Marino said. “We’re better than 
this.” 

The town council did not vote to 
add special use permit language to 
its existing code — the topic of the 
public hearing. 

The performance pavilion is a proj- 
ect by Friends of Onancock School, 
which leases and operates the non- 
profit Historic Onancock School. 

Groundbreaking on the pavilion 
took place in November 2022 after 
FOS obtained the necessary permits 
and a vote of support from the town 
council, but the project became a 
municipal quagmire after neighbors 
expressed concerns about issues from 
traffic and crowd control to noise, 
alcohol sales, and potential vandalism 
of the venue. 

Some neighbors said they were con- 
cerned about the lack of transparency 
as the project moved through political 
channels. 

FOS has paused pavilion construc- 
tion while the community reaches

consensus on how performances there 
can coexist with neighbors’ way of life 
in asmall town. 

The town council held several spe- 
cial meetings to discuss how to best 
manage the stage and reach compro- 
mise for town residents. 

In the course of those meetings, 
town leaders discovered the 2008 
section of the town code governing 
the pavilion, which is in its Cultural, 
Recreational and Community Facili- 
ties Zoning district, was erroneously 
left out when the town digitized its 
code in 2021. 

An opinion by the town’s attor- 
ney this week, however, was that 
the section of the code was still in 
effect, because Onancock did not 
follow processes under the Code of 
Virginia overseeing withdrawal of 
land from a district or termination of 
a district that require public notice 
and public hearings, Mayor Fletcher 
Fosque said. The rules are available at

Zoning district include “facilities for 
cultural, recreational, social and com- 
munity uses such as, but not limited 
to, practice, performance and display 
of the visual and performing arts, 
educational activities, recreation and 
physical fitness activities, meetings, 
conferences and other community or 
social gatherings.” 

Proposed changes would have 
required a special use permit in the 
district for “outdoor performing arts, 
such as concerts, plays, and other 
musical or theatrical performances ... 
(or) outdoor festivals.” 

“Tf we don’t take any action, 
they’re under the existing 2008 
ordinance and they can proceed if 
they want to,” Fosque said of FOS’s 
pavilion project. 

However, Council member Sarah 
Nock said that the board of HOS 
“does not feel it prudent to resume 
construction with the threat of a po- 


tentially untenable special use permit 
hanging over their heads.” 

“They cannot proceed until it’s 
known, finally, determinatively, what 
this council is going to allow as far as 
the operation of that site,” she said. 

Some council members wanted to 
discuss the ordinance at their next 
meeting, but ultimately the council 
voted to keep the existing ordinance 
that does not include provisions for a 
special use permit. 

“Tn light of division, tabling, ta- 
bling, and tabling is not leadership,” 
Council member Brandon Brockmeier 
said. “We need to move things for- 
ward.” 

“One way or another, we need to 
provide that leadership to everybody 
in the town,” he said.

Founder of Bay Creek company convicted of fraud

Jack Fisher, founder of Preserve 
Communities, the real estate develop- 
ment company that owns Bay Creek 
in Cape Charles, has been convicted of 
federal charges related to selling more 
than $1.8 billion in fraudulent tax 
deductions. 

Fisher’s associate, James Sinnott, 
also was convicted of federal charges 
relating to the fraud. 

“The government proved that 
Fisher and Sinnott made millions 
from their scheme,” stated an Inter- 
nal Revenue Service press release on 
Friday, Sept. 22. 

The charges on which the two 
certified professional accountants 
were convicted included conspiracy to 


defraud the United States, conspira- 
cy to commit wire fraud, and aiding 
and assisting the filing of false tax 
returns. Fisher also was convicted of 
money laundering. 

The scheme dated back to 2002, 
when Fisher began selling his clients 
illegal tax shelters in the form of con- 
servation easements. 

Tax shelters are used to reduce the 
amount of income tax a person owes, 
and many of them are legal. 

For example, a 401(k) retirement 
account is a legal tax shelter. The 
account holder doesn’t pay taxes on 
the funds until retirement, when the 
amount of taxes owed is reduced be- 
cause the retiree has less income and 
is in a lower tax bracket. 

But Fisher was selling illegal tax 
shelters, syndicated conservation

easements — so called because the 
cooperation of a syndicate, or group 
of people, was necessary to conduct 
the illegal activity. 

A conservation easement is a le- 
gal agreement that deeds an inter- 
est in real property to a charity for 
the purpose of protecting the land 
from development. The benefit to 
the property owner is a tax deduc- 
tion. 

Clay Weibel, a co-defendant who 
was acquitted, was a licensed apprais- 
er who allegedly overinflated the value 
of the lands sold and placed in conser- 
vation easements to benefit high-in- 
come taxpayers. 

For every $100,000 invested in the 
real estate, the taxpayer was guaran- 
teed at least a $400,000 tax deduc- 
tion. 


From 2002 to 2012, the scheme 
involved placing conservation ease- 
ments on land within two Preserve 
Communities projects in North Caro- 
lina, near the Tennessee border. 

By 2018, Fisher had expanded the 
operation beyond his own develop- 
ments. 

Between tax years 2013 and 2020, 
Fisher received $60 million from 
the fraudulent scheme and Sinnott 
received $6 million. 

Some of the money was spent on 
personal items which the defendants 
must now forfeit, such as a Mercedes 
SUV, a private jet, and a vacation 
home in the Caribbean. 

Fisher and Sinnott face maximum 
prison sentences of three to 20 years 
for each count on which they were 
convicted.

Town one step closer to resolving food truck tension

Parksley is one step closer to resolv- 
ing tensions surrounding food trucks 
in town. 

Town council members during 
a work session Monday, Sept. 25, 
answered questions from owners of 
the food truck on Bennett Street, who 
attended the open meeting. 

The owners’ concerns centered 
largely around a hole in the street and 
backhoe that have remained in front of 
the business for several weeks — the re- 
sult of a leak in the town’s water lines. 

“She feels like she’s losing money,” 
said Betty Bastien, translating be- 
tween English and Haitian Creole for 
the food truck and Caribbean market’s 
owners. 

“There’s really nothing we can do

about it,” she said of the obstruction 
in front of the businesses. 

Work on the water line began after 
the town noticed the leak, which may 
have resulted from compaction equip- 
ment used to repave Bennett Street, 
said Council member Henry Nichol- 
son. 

Town employees opened the street, 
but the scope of the project was larger 
than they expected, he said. 

Parksley paused work to seek bids 
from contractors, accept those bids, 
and then vote on them according to 
public procurement rules. 

In the meantime, the town parked 
the backhoe by the leaking water line 
to keep cars from driving over the line 
and damaging it further, Mayor Frank 
Russell said. 

“We have a water main that is 
cracked right now. It is leaking. It is

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not leaking profusely. Nobody is with- 
out water,” he said. 

“We haven’t done that to hurt any- 
body,” Nicholson said. 

Work is slated to resume on the 
project this Saturday and will take up 
most of the street, he said. 

The discussion follows a larger de- 
bate over how to manage food trucks 
in Parksley. 

The town council during its meet- 
ing Monday, Sept. 11, discussed 
proposed guidelines that would allow 
mobile food vendors to sell their fare 
in town only during special events 
such as festivals that the town council 
has approved or sponsored.

Runway improvements set for airport

The Accomack County Airport 
will receive over $1 million in 
federal and state funds for run- 
way safety improvements. 

Construction could begin as 
early as the end of this year on 
the turnaround area at the end 
of the Melfa airstrip, providing 
space for taxiing planes to clear 
the runway when other aircraft 
arrive to land. 

“Tf you look at the airstrip, 
when you get down to either end, 
there is no turnaround area with- 
out going off the pavement,” 
said Accomack County Adminis- 
trator Mike Mason. 

The construction project will 
fix that. 


The Accomack County Board 
of Supervisors accepted the 
grants totaling $1.36 million 
during its meeting Wednesday, 
Sept. 20. 

The county had already bud- 
geted $11,000 for the project in 
its annual budget. 

Bids for construction came in 
higher than anticipated and the 
Accomack supervisors approved 
spending an additional $16,292 
in county funds to fully fund the 
project during the meeting. 

The funds were available in 
Accomack’s Airport Enterprise 
Fund, so the project will not 
require contingency funds from 
the county, Mason said. 

“The good news here is that 
between the three grants, the 
federal and state (governments)

are picking up 98% of the project 
costs,” he said. 

The Accomack County Airport 
sees an average of 6,000 planes 
and other aircraft on its runway 
each year, Airport Manager Lane 
Farlow said. Last year, more than 
7,000 used the airport, he said. 

The turnaround project has 
been discussed since at least 
2008 and was included on the 
2018 Accomack Capital Improve- 
ment Plan, Mason said. 

In addition to county funds, 
$924,140 for the project comes 
from the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration’s Airport Improve- 
ment Program; $304,000 from 
the federal Bipartisan Infra- 
structure Law’s Airport Infra- 
structure Grant; and $109,168 
in state funds.

‘People can’t afford to feed their dogs’ 


Pet owners are giving up their dogs and cats, according to professionals at Eastern Shore Regional Animal Control Facility

After pet adoptions surged during 
the COVID-19 pandemic, the Eastern 
Shore Regional Animal Control Facil- 
ity is feeling the squeeze inflation is 
putting on local families. 

“Tt’s been a rough year,” said Cpl. 
Sue Burdge, one of two Accomack 
County Sheriff’s Office staff who run 
the Melfa facility. 

“Tt’s not just here — it’s been 
everywhere around the state,” she 
said of the growing number of dogs in 
shelters. 

Burdge said that rising prices are 
putting a strain on pet owners, asisa 
veterinarian shortage on the Eastern 
Shore. 

“People can’t afford to feed their 
dogs,” she said. 


Pandemic boom and bust 


Adoption rates at the shelter nearly 
doubled since 2019, but the trend 
changed several months ago, Burdge 
said. 

“COVID came and our shelter, for 
the first time ever in the history of 
the shelter, had zero cats. We were 
down to one dog,” she said. 

“Everybody goes back to work a 
year later (and) they don’t have time 
for the dogs. A lot of the adoptions, 
they returned,” she said. 

She estimated pet owners returned 
around 20% of the dogs adopt- 
ed during the pandemic to rescue 
groups. 

The Animal Control Facility on 
Beacon Road accepts stray cats 
and dogs from both Accomack and 
Northampton counties, as well as pets 
brought in from cruelty and bite cases 
and surrendered animals. The facility 
receives state and county funding. 

There are 14 kennels designed to 
hold the same number of dogs, but

sometimes the double-sided enclo- 
sures accommodate two dogs each 
to make room for more, Burdge 
said. 

The shelter has 70 cat cages, 
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though staff try to keep that number 
around 30 so they have time to care 
for them, she said. 

Through partnerships with rescue 
groups, the shelter has drastically 


nized each year — down from 62% in 
2018 to 28% last year. 

“Very few friendly, non-ag- 
gressive animals are euthanized 
through here,” Burdge said, but 
“we’ve had more euthanized this 
year than, I’d say, in the past two 
or three years.” 

Of the 767 dogs and cats that came 
to the shelter in 2022, 68 dogs and 
148 cats were put down. 

“The economy now isn’t doing 
great, so the euthanasia numbers are 
going to go up,” Burdge said. 


A support network 


One bright spot is that the shelter 
is seeing far fewer stray cats thanks 
to the efforts of local trap-neuter-re- 
lease groups. 

The number of feral felines brought 
there has steadily declined from 615 
in 2018 to 427 last year. 

“They’re doing amazing work 
out there,” Burdge said of the TNR 
groups. 

Volunteers from organizations 
such as the SPCA, Dogs Deserve 
Better-Eastern Shore, and Kindness 
Matters Rescue help drive and fly 
adoptable animals as far as New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Michigan to no-kill 
shelters with space available or new 
homes. 

In 2020, Burdge and others start- 
ed the nonprofit Friends of Animal 
Control Eastern Shore, which raised 
roughly $34,000 last year to buy 
vaccines, flea medicine, dewormer, 
higher-quality pet food, and medi- 
cine, as well as to help cover vet bills, 
she said. 

The group helped animal control 
buy a fence for an outdoor dog run 
two years ago and a wash tub to bathe 
dogs this year. 

“Little by little, we’re growing,

we’re making improvements,” Burdge said. 


Volunteers needed 


Despite its support network, the Animal 
Control Facility needs more assistance inside the 
shelter, Burdge said. 

There are no in-house volunteers, she said. 

While volunteers must have pre-exposure 
rabies vaccines to work directly with the animals, 
they can work at the front desk manning phones 
and assisting visitors. 

Her advice for pet owners who are no longer 
able to keep their dog or cat is to “use us for a last 
resort.” 

“Leave us for the strays, the fight cases, the 
aggressive dogs,” she said. 

Those who lose a pet should call animal control 
immediately to see if their dog or cat is at the shel- 
ter. 

The facility holds stray dogs for eight days, or 
11 days if they have identification tags or a mi- 
crochip. It holds cats for six days, or 11 days with 
identification. 

It keeps animals for longer as long as space is 
available. 

Those interested in adopting a pet can call ani- 
mal control at 757-787-7091 to make an appoint- 
ment to visit the dogs or cats. An adoption fee of 
$55 for a dog or $45 for a cat includes initial vac- 
cines, microchipping, and testing for heartworms 
or feline immunodeficiency virus. 

Financial assistance is available for spaying or 
neutering. 

The shelter is open Tuesday through Friday 
from noon to 4 p.m. and Saturday from 9 a.m. to 
noon at 28167 Beacon Road, in Melfa.
